543 Hunting Tags 
Are Secured Here 


Ohio Motorist Robbed of 
$85 While Descend­ 
ing Steep Grade 
Before Noon. 


Heldup by two unmasked men on 
N ew m an’s Hill, west of here, at 11:30 
o'clock this morning, C. VV. Bevington, 
W orcester, 
Ohio, 
quarrym an, 
was 
robbed of $85. 
W ithout stopping to investigate, the 
Ohian hurriedly 
drove into G ettys­ 
burg, and 
reported the 
holdup 
to 
Trooper Russel W. Frutchey. 
State 
police immediately went to the scene 
of the bold, daylight robbery and pro­ 
ceeded to investigate. 
To Trooper Frutchey, Mr. Beving­ 
ton told the following story: 
“ I was on m y ’way from W orcester 
to New' York City, to purchase some 
machinery for the 
q uarry 
which 
I 
operate near the Ohio city. 
Being 
unfam iliar with the Lincoln Highway 
through this section of Pennsylvania, 
I went into second gear as I started 
to descend the steep hill. 
Proceeding Slowly 
"I was proceeding 
rath er slowly 
down the hill, and was ju st rounding 
one of the sharp curves when I passed 
a car parked along side 
the 
road, 
headed in the direction of C ham bers­ 
burg. 
“ A few yards fa rth e r on, I noticed 
two young men, 
probably 25 y e a rr 
old, sitting on a concrete culvert. 
As 
I drove up even with them, one ju m p ­ 
ed on the running board along side of 
me, while the other leaped on the op­ 
posite side of the car. 
“ The fellow on the off side of the 
machine had a pistol which he pointed 
at me, saying, ‘Give me your dough.’ 
Keeps IO Cents 
“ W ithout stopping 
my machine, I 
got my money from my pocket, while 
the robber on my side of the c a r held 
the steering wheel and steered the 
automobile down the mountainside. 
I 
cleaned out my pockets of all paper 
money, which amounted to $85. 
I 
have IO cents left. 
“ As soon as I had turned the money 
over to the highwaym an with the gun, 
both jumped off my car, and I came on 
in to G ettysburg.” 
Mr. Bevington explained th a t he did 
not pay enough attention to the p a rk ­ 
ed machine to notice w hat m ake it 
was or what the license num ber was. 
He did not look back a fte r being re­ 
lieved, he said, but tam e on into G et­ 
tysburg. 
Meager Description 
The first thing Mr. Bevington did 
a fte r reaching here was to telegraph 
back to W orcester 
for money with 
which to continue his journey. 
A fter relating the story of the hold­ 
up to Trooper Frutchey, Mr. Beving­ 
ton went in search of “a ten cent din­ 
ner,” he said. 
Although he said he would be able 
to identify the holdup men if he saw’ 
them , Mr. Bevington could only give 
a m eager description of 
how 
they 
w ere dressed. 
He said the highw ay­ 
men wore blue suits, but he could not 
recall w hether they wore hats or caps.

FARM W EATHER REPORT 


The coming of fall w eather gives 
oysters their usual winter popularity 
as a food. G ettysburg consumers buy­ 
ing for the first time this season may 
be a little perplexed when they find 
it necessary to specify the number of 
oysters wanted instead of the usual 
pint or quart order. 
Retailers are required by the Act of 
March IT, 1925, to sell all oysters, ex­ 
cept those shipped in sealed contain­ 
ers, by numerical count. 
The 
old 
method of buying oysters by the pint 
or quart is prohibited and consumers 
are thereby protected 
from 
buying 
excess w ater, as was frequently the 
case under the old method of sales. 
In some cases, as found by the Bureau 
of Foods and Chemistry, oysters, when 
purchased by the quart or pint, were 
found to contain as much as 50 per 
cent of added w ater.or excess liquor. 
One of the purposes of this Act as 
pointed out by Director Kellogg is to 
not only prohibit the practice of add­ 
ing w ater to oysters, but to prevent 
contamination of oysters, which fre­ 
quently 
occurred 
when 
w ater 
or 
natural ice were added. The best way 
for oysters to be cooled and kept in 
proper condition is for them to be iced 
in the same m anner as ice cream is 
kept in condition 
by 
packing 
ice 
around the cantainer. 
It is anticipated that this new law 
will be a m eans of saving money to 
the consumers, who might otherwise 
purchase large quantities of w ater at 
oyster prices, and likewise a protec­ 
tion to the public health by reducing 
the possibility of contamination.
